We had called at Mauritius on our 
Way from Liverpool to Bombay in the 
ship Farewell and were five days out 
from the island when the adventure oc­ 
curred by which we lost the captain and 
laid the foundation for this story. It 
was 3 o’clock in the afternoon of a 
bright day, and the ship was not mak­ 
ing above four knots an hour. What 
sea there was on would not have both­ 
ered a quarter boat, and the ship lifted 
to a wave only at long intervals. The 
second mate and 1 were superintending 
some work forward, while the captain 
was alone on the quarter deck. All of a 
sudden and without the slightest warn­ 
ing the sea began io boil and heave un­ 
der and around us in the most violent 
manner, and for five min.utes every man 
had to hold on for his life^ In her pitch­ 
ing the craft shipped three or four green 
seas, which swept the decks of every­ 
thing movable. We were congratulating 
ourselves that all had escaped when the 
captain was found to be missing. The 
last wave we shipped had no doubt car­ 
ried him away, and by the time we had 
come to this conclusion it was too late 
to make any move. 


The sea bad been disturbed by an 
earthquake. Just W’here we were when 
the agitation began the chart showed 
the depth to be a full mile. Three 
months later, when soundings were 
taken by a French vessel, it was found 
that a mountain two miles in ciromu- 
ference at the base had been heaved up 
until its crest was only 40 feet below 
the surface. The set of wind and wave 
before and after the agitation was to 
the westward, and ten minutes after 
the ship had come back to a level keel 
the wind changed to the east and blew 
half a gale for the next seven hours. 
As a matter of record, the ship pursued 
her voyage and made the port of Bom­ 
bay without further adventure, and the 
remainder of the story relates to the 
captain. He was swept overboard by 
the last wave, just as we concluded, and 
presently found himself far to leeward 
among a lot of spars and casks which 
the same wave had taken from the main 
deck. While the man seized a spar and 
passed a lashing around his body be had 
no hope of rescue. 


Almost before he realized bis position 
the ship was a mile away, and he felt 
sure that no boat would be lowered to 
make a search for him. The spar to 
which he was lashed drifted away to 
the west, and evening came on. Between 
5 o’clock and sunset four ships passed 
the drifting man, but all too far away 
to see or hear, and when night came 
down ho felt that there was no longer 
the slightest chance for him. He drift­ 
ed to the westward, as I have told you, 
but how far has never been known. 
I^igbt passed and another day came, 
and toward the close of that day Cap 
tain Graham lost consciousness. 
He 
may have drifted a day after that—i^r 
haps two days. When he came to bis 
senses again, he was lying on a sandy 
beach, with his feet in tho water. Ho 
bad been oast ashore on an island. It 
was surely an island to tho north and 
west of Madagascar, but for reasons 
which will be explained later on it can­ 
not be more definitely located. For an 
hour after opening his eyes the man 
could not nnlash himself from the spar. 
When he bad finally accomplished that 
object, he had to crawl on hands and 
knees to reach tho shade of the bushes. 
It was high noon and the weather hot, 
and the captain was so exhausted that 
if he had not found fresh water and 
wild fruit at band lie must have |)crish- 
ed. He ate and drank his fill and then 
slept, and tho sun was just rising, next 
morning when be awoke. 


The island, when the castaway came 
to survey it, was about two miles and 
a half long by one mile in breadth, and 
its average height above the sea was 
not over 15 feet. It was of volcanio ori­ 
gin and was entirely covered with ver 
dure, and there were six or seven differ­ 
ent sorts of wild fruits. 
Along the 
beach were oysters and sbellfish in 
abundauco, and the captain soon assured 
himself that itarvatiou would not be 
one of the perilg of his situation. What 
ctrnck him coriously was the entire ab 
sence of life on tho island. There wag 
neither animal nor bird, reptile nor in 
sect. There should have been a dozen

with neither the note of a bird or the 
ohirp of a cricket to cheer him, the 
man had lost his mind and, looking 
upon Captain Graham as an intruder, 
iiad meant to take his life. 


When the castaway bad been a month 
an the island without sighting a sail, 
he made up his mind that the fate of 
he poor fellow who had dashed into the 
sea would some day be his. He felt that 
ae would lose his mind unless he made 
em effort to divert. it from the gloomy 
situation, and be began a closer survey 
of the island. The center of it was con­ 
siderably higher than elsewhere, and 
exactly in the middle was a single tree, 
surrounded by a thicket which he bad 
never yet penetrated.

He 
bad figured out tho latitude and longi­ 
tude of his island to his own satisfac­ 
tion. but the chart on board the Speed 
failed to show any such island. Captain 
Graham at once set about finding a ship 
to bring the treasure off. A brig was 
finally chartered and sailed with him 
aboard, but after a cruise of months she 
failed to find the island. Where Captain 
Graham said the island ought to be lead 
found bottom at 40 feet, and in the im 
mediate neighborhood a mass of trees 
gud bushes was found floating about.

Gol. Bean’s Proposition to Tie the 


City Up to a Three Years’ 


Lighting Contract. 


hlD. VOLHEIM’S GOOD WORK. 


H|^ Assumed the Leadership of the 
O pposltlon-M r. MoCord Had 
. a Bid Ready. 


The proposition of the St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor electric lighting com- 
l^ny to contract with the city for 33 
»PC liffhts for three years at $80 per 
lijfht per year came up before the coun- 
^ 3ll last .evening and was turned down. 
The m itter was brought up in the 
ilhape of a resolution oiTered by Alder­ 
man S. Brown. It provided that the 
mayor and clerk should enter into a 
sontract with the electric light com­ 
pany for 33 arc lights at 180 per year 
-per light, from January 5,1898, to Jan 
aary 5,1901, and that the present con­ 
tract b? annulled. S. Brown moved 
bhe adoption of the resolution and it 
was supported by Alderman E. W. 
Brown. 


Alderman Volheim made a vigorous 
at|ack on the resolution and declared 
n tha^ it would be poor business policy to 
make a contract for three years at the 
price oflfered. There were prospects 
for cheaper lights in the city. 


Alderman S. Brown expressed sur­ 
prise that Mr. Volheim should not fall 
l|X.!ine with this wonderful oiler, an of- 
f$i^.%ihat he figured out would save the 
taxpayers $792 in cold cash. Alderman 
McDonald said that the council had 
money to throw to the birds and he be­ 
lieved some of this ought to go for 
lights. In a ilight of eloquence the 
silver alderman exclaimed: “I am in 
favor of this contract and I don’t care 
whether my constituents like it or not. 


) I don’t want another term in this couu- 
cll and I propose to get all I can during 
my present term of office,” 


Alderman M W. Brown talked very 
reasonably of the matter, though lu 
favored the contract. If there wasuiiy 
prospect ot receiving other bLl= or 
getting a lower contract he wiis willing 
to put over the matter until the next 
meeting. 


E. C. *Hurd, one of the directors of 
the Eastman Springs street railway 
company was present, and the mayor 
called upon him for any remarks he 
migbt desire to make. 
Mr. Hurd said 
that Mr. McCord, the president of his 
company, was ill but that if necessary 
ho had a lighting bid and would submit 
it befbre the meeting. Mr. Hurd was 
aHiompanied at the meeting by a rep­ 
resentative of the Westinghouse com- 
f pany, who is interested in tbe proposed 
new lighting plant in this city. 


The remark of Mr. Hurd brought 
Colonel Bean to his feet with a protest. 
He called attention to the fact that a 
street railway company could not en­ 
gage in the lighting business or a light­ 
ning company engage in the railway 
business. He then explained that Mr. 
J^urd had no lighting company and 
7as not to be considered as a bidder, 
rhe colonel then told the old story how 
his tracks were pulled up on Pipestone 
street and in order to settle a lawsuit 
he bad brought against the city,Benton 
; Harbor had given him the exclusive 
right to the electric lighting bu^iiness 
"in the streets. 


^^If you do not like our lights,” said 
^ Mr. Bean, “do not take them, but do 
not mix the city and our company in 
trouble. I hope that Mr. Hurd’s road 
will succeed, and we have assisted the 
new company in every way possible. I 
hope you will not consider with anv 
bios that will interfere with the rail­ 
way. We try to give Uhe best iwssible 
service and make a small percentage.” 
Mr. Bean referred to the article pub­ 
lished in The News last week in re­ 
gard to the cheap lights at Corunna, 
h2 per year, and claimed that they 
>nlv ran until midnight 
Alderman 
V^oiheim had also had his ear to the 
ground and be had heard from Corun- 
m. The lights he said burned until 1 
)’clock, an nour late enough for Ben- 
on Harbor with the exception of half 
«do^en lamps in the business part of 
he city. 
Tbe vote was then taken as follows: 
^ fes, E. W. Brown, S. Brown, Ward; 
O, Butzbach, Rowe and Volheim. The 
esolution was lost as a two-thirds vote 
%s necessary to carry.

W ashington, Jan. 4.~O ne of the m ost 
dangerous counterfeits ever discovered 
has made its appearance. John Cram­ 
er, of the sub-treasury a t Philadelphia, 
has brought to the secret service five 
1100 counterfeit silver certificates, head 
of President Monroe. 
Their general 
appearance is excellent. 
A fter close 
exam ination the officials of the treas­ 
ury cash room w ere undecided a s to 
their genuineness, and only after the 
notes had been soaked in hot water, 
when the tw o pieces form ing the front 
and back of the note cam e apart, were 
they convinced of the fraud. 
On ex ­ 
am ination of the day’s treasury cash 
another of the spurious notes w as d is­ 
covered. 
The notes brought over by 
Cramer had been turned into the sub­ 
treasury by two leading banks and the 
Philadelphia custom house, which had 
received them as genuine. 
A gents of 
the secret service everyw here 
have 
been wired a description of the notes 
with instructions to be on the lookout 
for persons attem pted to pass them. 


Description of the Spurloas Note. 
Inquiries have also been sent to aP 
the leading cities as to w hether any 
of the notes have a p p ea r^ other than 
in Philadelphia and W ashington, and 
the best men in the service will be put 
on the case. 
Follow ing is a description 
of the note as furnished by the secret 
service: 
The note is of the series of 
1891. check letter D, fs-ce place 1; Till­ 
man, register; Morgan, treasurer; por­ 
trait of Jam es Monroe. All num bers so 
far seen 
begin w ith 345. 
T he most 
marked differences betw een this note 
and the genuine, however, are found in 
the seal and the num bering, the former 
being a shade lighter than in the gen ­ 
uine and the latter sligh tly different in 
form ation. 
E specially is this true of 
the 3 and 4. 
In the figure 3 the lower 
loop does not extend up a s far toward 
the center of the figure as in the gen­ 
uine, and in the figure four the spaco 
betw eenthe base and the center cross 
line is narrower than in the genuine. 


A Very Dangeroiiii Proiluctlon. 


One of the principal points of differ­ 
ence, too, is that the new counterfeit 
is 1-16 of an inch or less shorter than 
the genuine. The chief engraver at the 
bureau of engraving and printing an­ 
nounces the counterfeit a very danger­ 
ous production. It is engraved on steel 
and printed on two pieces of paper 
pasted together after colored silk fibre 
had been distributed 
between them. 
The work, he said, w as that of a very 
careful and excellent 
engraver, 
and 
while there w as no appreciable differ­ 
ence between the genuine and the coun­ 
terfeit note to the casual observer, un­ 
der a glass m any slight differences were 
discerned. 
This, 
however, 
was 
e x ­ 
trem ely difllcult of description. 


Will CmII 111 All the Cttrtiflcatcii. 


In view of the dangerous character 
of the counterfeit Secretary Gage has 
decided to stop issuing and to call in 
all $100 
silver 
certificates, of which 
there are about 126,000,000 outstanding. 
T hese will be exehangt?d for silver cer­ 
tificates of sm aller denom inations, anJ 
the plates destroyed. 
A s soon as new 
plates can be engravod a new series 
will be Issued. 
A ssistant treasurers at 
ail of the sub-treasury cities will be 
requested to send to the treasury in 
W ashington all $100 silver certlflcrftes in 
their possession, 
and to request all 
banks, trust com panies and other mon­ 
ied institutions to do the sam e. Secre­ 
tary Gage desired the statem ent made 
that in his judgm ent it w as unsafe for 
business men or others to accept silver 
certificates of this denom ination, and in 
case any were now on hand they should 
be sent to the banks for transm ission 
to W ashington.

N ew Britain, Conn.. Jan. 4.—Theron 
H. Camp, a w ealthy retired m anufac­ 
turer of this city, has com e to the con­ 
clusion that he has been swindled out 
o f 115.000 through Investm ents in al­ 
leged gold m ine stocks, and three other 
w ell-to-do New Britain residents, one 
aaid to be a retired m inister, have been 
m ulcted to the extent of $1.500 each. 
The knowledge ot Camp's transactions 
becam e public through service of pa­ 
pers on Camp attaching property to 
the extent of $10,000 in su its brought 
by A. C. Fletcher and W esley Supple, 
of Philadelphia, to recover on two notes 
of Camp am ounting to $7,500. The man 
who sold the stock gave the nam e of 
Francis C. Grable. 
H e opened an of­ 
fice in this city in July, and at once 
called upon Camp and finally induced 
him to subscribe for som e stock. 


A s an additional incentive Camp w as 
told that his note for three months 
would be received for the am ount, and 
if at the end of that tim e the dividends 
had not increased sufficiently the notes 
could be renewed. Camp purchased $7,- 
SOO of stock and gave one note for $6,000 
and another for $1,S00, 
Each w as for 
three months, and m ade payable to a 
New York firm of brokers. Grable soon 
afterw ard closed his office in this city. 
Just before the notes becam e due, how ­ 
ever, he returned to New Britain and 
■ ought out Camiu remarking that if 
the returwi had imt been sufDcient he 
would prefer to have him renew the 
notes, whieh Camp consented to and 
gave additional note« for I7,S00' to that 
there ar# now 115,000 of Camp’s paper 
in the hands of innocent parllet, who 
art tstking to collect.

After weeks in tlie forest of Fontaine»- 
tleau it is diillcuit to realize its m^iioto- 
Dous amplitude, its endless repetition 
of similar prospects. 
Aud yet as a for­ 
est it has uo surpassing beauty. 
One 
may compare it igith Dartmoor—Dart­ 
moor pared of its liigiiest tors aud sot 
thickly wiith youug trees, growing close 
a.s the moss ou u bowlder. 
It is a roil­ 
ing upland with a scanty mautle of soil, 
through the freiiueiit gaps iu which tlie 
broken gray bowlders of the naked eartii 
sometimes rise in fantastic heaps, some­ 
times line concavities a mile across, or 
fringe the gaping lips of long ravines. 
Like Dartmoor, the surface is arid, aud 
you may trump miles aud see never a 
pool, and yet, ou every side you may 
descend from the forest by green valleys 
into ({reou plains aud find brooks leap­ 
ing miraculnusly from tlie dusty rocks 
to dip uudef fringing willows. 


It is to these liappy skirts of the for­ 
est thut the painters’ villages cliug; 
Barbizon, advertised by Stevenson aud 
now abandoned to the cultured tourist; 
iJernay, with its great village square; 
Marlotte, smothered under masses of li­ 
lacs like a child laughing iu new mown 
hay; Moret, ou the Seine, witii its tow­ 
er flanked, steep pitched bridge, its 
mills and ruined castles aud spreading 
river, aud a dozen others. The simplest 
of them turn austere faces to tbe solemn 
spaciousness of the forest, but their 
sweet gardens give access to the green 
comforts of the plain; an imago maybe 
of the artists themselves; high uuprolit- 
able aims in the salon; pot boilers 
emerging and red wine comiug in by 
the studio doors,—Saturday Review.
